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TRADE    BY    COUNTRY 

The  Bureau,  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce,  announced  today  that  the  rise  in  United 
States  exports  of  domestic  and  foreign  merchandise,  excluding  special  category  commodities, 
from  $1,246.0  million  in  November  to  $1,324.3  million  in  December  reflected  increased  exports 
to  all  continents  except  North  America  and  Australia  and  Oceania.  The  decline  in  general  im- 
ports from  $818.1  to  $800.6  million  during  the  same  period  resulted  from  decreased  imports  from 
all  continents  except  Australia  and  Oceania. 

Exports  to  E.  R.  P.  countries,  including  special  category  commodities,  rose  from  $434.2 
million  in  November  to  $471.0  million  in  December  while  imports  from  these  countries  dropped 
from  $146.9  to  $143.5  million.  Exports,  including  special  category  commodities,  to  the  Latin 
American  Republics  increased  from  $344.0  to  $354.7  million  but  imports  from  these  countries 
decreased  from  $259.9  to  $249.8  million  from  November  to  December. 

Exports  to  Europe,  the  continent  showing  the  largest  increase  in  exports  from  November  to 
December,  rose  from  4>376.9  to  $438.8  million.  Sizeable  advances  occurred  in  exports  to  some 
of  the  individual  countries  of  this  continent,  as  follows:  Belgium  and  Luxembourg  from  $40.7 
to  $52.8  million,  Italy  from  $34.7  to  $44.0  million,  Austria  from  $4.4  to  $13.6  million,  and 
Germany  from  $47.5  to  $55.3  million.  Exports  to  Asia  rose  from  $237.3  million  in  November  to 
$260.2  million  in  December.  Exports  to  Israel  and  Palestine  increased  from  $3.8  to  $13.8 
million  while  exports  to  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  advanced  from  $32.6  to  $41.0  million. 
The  advance  in  exports  to  South  America  from  $187.3  million  in  November  to  $205.3  million  in 
December  reflected  increases  in  exports  to  Brazil  from  $71.2  to  $81.3  million  and  Chile  from 
$12.6  to  $19.3  million.  From  November  to  December,  exports  to  Africa  rose  from  $46.4  to 
$51.4  million,  while  exports  to  North  America  decreased  from  $363.6  to  $334.7  million  chiefly 
as  a  result  of  a  decline  in  exports  to  Canada  from  $208.1  to  $180.7  million.  The  minor  de- 
crease in  exports  to  Australia  and  Oceania  from  $34.6  million  in  November  to  $34.0  million  in 
December  reflected  small  increases  and  decreases  in  exports  to  the  individual  countries  of 
this  area. 

Imports  from  South  America  declined  from  $188.6  million  in  November  to  $177.7  million  in 
December  as  imports  from  most  of  the  countries  of  this  continent  registered  decreases  during 
the  period.  The  most  important  declines  occurred  in  imports  from  Chile,  which  fell  from  $18.2 
to  $11.7  million,  and  Brazil,  which  dropped  from  $89.6  to  $84.9  million.  A  sizeable  decrease 
also  occurred  in  imports  from  Asia,  which  fell  from  $132.8  million  in  November  to  $122.9  mil- 
lion in  December.  The  decline  in. imports  from  North  America  from  $287.9  million  in  November 
to  $283.2  million  in  December  reflected  decreases  and  increases  in  imports  from  some  of  the 
countries  of  this  continent,  as  follows:  Cuba  from  $31.2  to  $13.4  million.  Canada  from  $199.6 
to  $189.9  million,  Mexico  from  $27.2  to  $32.9  million,  and  Guatemala  from  $4.1  to  $8.6  million. 
From  November  to  December,  imports  from  Europe  decreased  from  $157.3  to  $152.8  million,  with 
imports  from  the  United  Kingdom,  which  fell  from  $40.3  to  $35.4  million,  representing  the 
largest  decline  in  imports  from  any  of  the  individual  countries  of  this  continent.  A  small 
decrease  occurred  in  imports  from  Africa,  which  dropped  from  $37.7  to  $35.0  million.  From 
November  to  December,  imports  from  Australia  and  Oceania  rose  from  $13.8  to  $29.0  million, 
chiefly  as  a  result  of  an  increase  in  imports  from  Australia  from  $9.6  to  $22.5  million.
